Senator W ellington, the head of the or­ 
ganization in M aryland, come to W ash­ 
ington to present the resignation and 
have the place filled by a go„tl Repub­ 
lican. 
He called a t the treasury depart­ 
m ent and saw the saeretary. 
“ Yes,” said Mr. Gage, “ the place is 
vacant, but we are uot going to fill it. 
We will let it rem ain vacant.” 
“ Why?” asked the senator. 
“ Because,” replied the secretary in a 
firm civil service tone, “ there is no need 
of it. The rem aining assistant appraiser 
can very well atten d to all of the work, 
and he m ust do it. 
T he governm ent 
m ight as well save that $3,000 a year. 
Then* was no appeal. 
The senator 
w ent aw ay em ptyhauded. 
Ever since congress got aw ay Mr. 
Gage has been vacating unnecessary of­ 
fices. 
He has pursued his investigation 
and has chopped off useless heads w ith ­ 
out any noise. 
The salaries w hich sud­ 
denly stopp'd thus far am ount to $30- 
000 a year. 
The secretary as yet has hardly gone 
outside of the custom s offices and im m i­ 
gration service. 
In those two bi.inches 
his lopping off has been lim ited to of­ 
fices in the vicinity of W ashington. 
At 
Baltim ore he found 10 m en employed to 
do w hat he thought five oouhl do as 
well. 
He stopped five salaries there. A 
cum bersome im m igration service has 
gTown up until nearly every little jioit 
of entry has its governm ent im m igra­ 
tion agent. 
The salaries are uot large, 
but the labor entailed is about as near 
nothing as possible.

M a d r id, Aug. 14.—The funeral of 
Senor Canovas del Castillo yesterday 
was a most touching andj solemn cere­ 
mony. 
All the troops of the garrison 
lined the route aloug which the cortege 
moved; the flags were lowered and the 
public buildiugs, embassies, consulates 
aud clubs were heavily draped with 
crape. 
More than 1,000 wreaths were depos­ 
ited in the deathchamber. 
A salvo of 
artillery announced the starting of the 
funeral procession, which moved slowlv 
through an enormous crowd in which 
all heads were bare and many eyes were 
weeping. 
A peculiarly poignaut scene ensued as 
the Duke of Sotomayor, Marshal Mar­ 
tinez Campos, Marquis Pazo de La 
Merrzed aud the other pallbearers lifted 
the coffin. 
Señora Canovas, in a clear, 
firm voice, said: “I desire that all -houltl 
know I forgive the assassin. 
It is the 
greatest sacrifice I can make: but I make 
it for the sake of what I know of my 
husband'." great heart.”

Senor Sagasta headed the cortege, 
which was formed of militia, deputies, 
senator-, generals, admirals and dele­ 
gations representing all the priuciiial 
public bodies. 
The wreath of the queen 
regent rested upon the coffin aud other 
floral tributes were carried in special 
carriages. 
All the shops in the city were closed 
a very large proportion of the populace 
tliat thronged the streets appeared in 
mourning garb.

Wheat scored an advance of 7 cents 
on continued heavy exports and a ten­ 
dency to decrease estimates of the sixe 
of the domestic crop.

have advanced again. Hides and south­ 
ern lumber are up, as are wheat flour, 
Indian com and oats, and last, but not 
least, print cloths, the market for which 
has been so long depressed.

A peculiarly poignant scene ensued as 
the Duke of Sotomayor, Marshal Mar­ 
tinez Campos, Marquis Pazo de La 
Mcrrzed and Hie other pallbearers lifted 
the collin. Senora Canovas, in a clear, 
firm voice, said: “I dosire that all should 
know I forgive the assassin. It is the 
greatest sacrifice I can make; but i make 
it for the sake of xx*lint I know of my 
husband's great heart.” 
Roads Strewn With Flower*. 
Throughout tile entire distance be­ 
tween the death 
chamber aud the 
church the Toad was strewn with flow­ 
ers and laurels. 
San or Saga sta hem led the cortege, 
which was formed of militia, deputies, 
senators, generals, admirals and dele­ 
gation.- representing all the principal 
public bodies. The wreath of the queen 
regent rested upon th*- coffin aud other 
floral tributes were carried in special 
carriages. 
All the shops in the city were closed 
a very large proportion of the populace 
that thronged the streets appeared in 
mourning garb. 
The entire garrison 
marched i*ast the coffin and the service 
last* d from 4 until 7:30 p. rn, 
L*ld at Rest Amid Tolling IG*ll*. 
The remains of Senor Canovas were 
interred in the family vault in the t?t 
Isidore cemetery amid salvos of artillery 
and th*' tolling 4>f all the bells of the 
city.
